In  the  c^jmalativo  period  since  March  1,  which  represents 
most  of  the  government  mats  sent  to  daily  nov/spapcrs  in  the  proof  books  for  19^» 
tho  ads  run  included:    I06  ads  on  Understanding  of  Food  themes,  379  ads  on  Price 
Control  and  i?ationing,  U49  on  the  IJo  Point — Lev.'  Point  Pood  Program,  U66  on. Victory 
Gardens,  Hoi  on  Home  Canning,  229  on  Ciif  Pood  Waste.
